The envoy was one of 14 passen­ 
gers who came from Lisbon on 
Pan-American Airway's Atlantic 
Clipper. 
Lothian foresaw “a difficult year” 
for the British and an emphatic 
need of all kinds of war materials, 
including airplanes, munitions, ships 
and “perhaps finance." 
He emphasised that England 
"definitely does not need men" 
as part of this country's assist­ 
ance. 
The ambassador was optimistic 
of British rtccess. however, and as­ 
serted that “confidence in utlimate 
victory is high.” 
Lothian said that the United 
States was increasing its already 
satisfactory assistance to England 
and asserted that he wanted it un­ 
derstood that there was no feeling 
in his homeland that “American as­ 
sistance was not enough.” 
Asked Stand On Loans 
(When he arrived at .Washington, 
reporters asked him specifically 
Whethfp Britain had any present 
Intention of requesting modifica­ 
tion or repeal of the Johnson act. 
prohibiting government loans to 
debtor nations. 
(“It is not for us to make such 
suggestion ” he replied.) 
(He said, however, he thought the 
question of how Britain was to con­ 
tinue to pay for munitions pur­ 
chases in this country would have to 
be met within the next six months 
although he explained the limit of 
her financial resources depended 
upon a great many factors. 
("We have paid for everything so 
far." he said, “but our gold and 
securities resources are being liqui­ 
dated”)

U. S. Anti-Aircrafters Fire On Real Planes 


KELLY FIELD. Tex. — [/P) — 
Large scale conversion of obso­ 
lete army training planes into 
radio-controlled flying targets for 
anti-aircraft gunners was disclos­ 
ed Saturday at this busy finish­ 
ing school for air corps pilots. 
Forty-five old but serviceable 
biplanes already have bjen equip­ 
ped with the control apparatus 
and tricycle landing gears at 
nearby Duncan Field, air corps 
depot. Twenty-one others await­ 
ed their turn in the engineering 
shops. 
Most of the crafts already trans­ 


formed * have been sent to the 
Panama Canal Zone to perfect the 
canal’s protection against bomb­ 
ers, officials told newsmen on a 
defense survey tour.

Cotton Is Better 
Staple, Quality Is Up 
Over ’39 Season 


WASHINGTON— T —The Agri­ 
cultural Department reported that 
the average staple length of 1940 
cotton ginned through November 13 
was substantially longer and the 
grade slightly higher than cotton 
ginned to the same date last season.

The Reception Center is com-

British Destruction 


The day also brought official re-

the moonlight of Friday night and 
ended in the hours before Satur- 
day's dawn.

Tuberculosis Clinics 


Planned For Cameron 


By DR. A. J. POLLARD 


President Cameron County 
When the Cameron County Anti- 


Tuberculosis Society was organized 
a few years ago, we took our obli- 
gations seriously. We dug into af- 
fairs and found that Cameron coun- 
ty was losing more than 200 citi- 
zens each year from tuberculosis. 
The only means we had to -work 
with was the small amount of our 
percentage from the proceeds of the 


hundred. The same method we arc 
using has reduced the national rate 
more than eighty per cent in the 
last forty years. But that is noi 
enough. So Ions as there 4s one 
cpen case in the community, no one 
is safe. 
The disease is contagious, 


and therefore preventable, and early 
cases arc easily curable. 


Our problem now is to find the 


open cases and gel them in the hos- 
pital or otherwise' under control, 
and to survey the contacts and bor-

McALLEN — Lower Rio Grande

tential tests, the well gauged 263.75 
barrels daily on quarter-inch tubing 
choke with 400 pounds tubing work- 
ing pressure after tubing had been 
set with packer.
